So that what ill- 
bred Language foever they had for the World's People, as they call them, 
yet let it be noted, they have always a good opinion and good words for 
one another. Well, at laſt Yofialz Coal dies, then up ſteps TW, Penn 
and prefixes his Teſtimony before the Works of Foltah Coal, and gives 
in his Evidence for him : ſaying, And now is he truly aſcended above and be- 
zond every trouble, and upon Moant. Sion does he ſtand, amongst the re#t of our

It was this Joſiah Coal that writ to G. Fox that Idolatrous Letter, 
Viz. Dear $. FOr, 2h art the Father of mary Nations , whoſe Life hath - 
reached through ws thy Children, even to the Iſles afar off, to the begetting many 
again to a lively hope, for which generations to come ſhall call the bleſſed , who's.

RULEST and GOVERNEST in RISHTEOUSNESS ; and THY KING-- 
DOM 1IS ESTABLISHED IN PEACE, AND THE INCREASE THERE- 
OF IS WITHOUT END. 2 

And this Idolatrous Letter TUitltan Penn vindicates in every pal- 
fage. See their Book Judas and the Fews, p. 44. to 47. 

Well, but G. TU. would not have the World think they give the Cha- 
raters afore-mentioned (1 mean the Bedlam ſtuff ) ro all Miniſters, and there- 
fore Ile load them further with the Fruit of their owrr Lips. Pray hear 
their learned Sain. Fiſher, what Language he beſtows upon Mr. Baxter, 
Dr. Owen, Mr. Danſon, and Mr. Tombs of the Presbyterian way : I could 
go to their Books, Peaceable Advice, and'that ftiled, 4 Fuf# Rebuke, &c.

ſcurrillous Language, railing and curſed Words, as if Hell were broke 
looſe, which they beſtow on all Miniſters not of themſelves, without Re- 
ſtriction , Limitation , or Exception , as by that Title firſt obſerved 
OF THE FALSE MINISTRY. 


And if they give theſe Characters to all chey deem not Miniſters of 
Chriſt, pray what Miniſters, beſides them called Quakers, do they ac- 
count true Minifters of CHRIST : If any, let them tell us in their next, 
whether Epiſcopalian, Presbyterian, Independant, or BaptiFF, or of any other 
ſort, that we may be at a certainty.

' Thus, Reader, I have given a few Inſtances of their way and manner 
of ſending their Epiſtles to be read in their Meetings , both in England, 
Holland, and Mariland , and were it needful, I could give you a hundred. 
more ; which ſhews that they give their own Writings the preferrence, 
as well as that they lay atide the uſe of the Scriptures in their Meetings ; 
and no marvel if the Scriptures be Death;Duſt, Carnal, Serpents meat , and 
if 'it be Conjuration to preach out of thera, and if, the Miniſters of the 
Scriptures be Miniſters of Death, and if it be dapgerons to read them ; 
as were they (as by the Quakers eſteemed) Dyf, Death, Serpents-meat , 
it were ſurely dangerous to read them ; for who would feed upon Dus, 
and Death, and Serpents-meat ; this could no way nouriſh nor ftrengthen, 
bue corrupt, poifon, and purritte the Minds of ſuch as are moſtexerciſed in 
reading them ; and that ſo it is, in. their Judgment: For if it were 
wholeſome to read them, and that they believed them to be given forth by 
Divine Inſpiration, as they to the Parliament have pretended, to ſerve a 
Tarn, why do they not read the Scriptures, or ſometimes a Chapter, or 
fometimes one of the Apoſtles Epiſtles in their Meetings ? as that they do 
not, nor never did ; nay, I challenge ail'the Quakers in England, whe- 
ther ever their Miniſters recommended fo much as one Chapter to be 
read in any of their Meetings for Worſhip theſe forty years, much leſs 
charged them in the preſence of the LORD GOD to read ſuch a Chapter, 
or ſuch an Epiſtle, as wrote either by the Prophets or Apoſtles : And if they 
cannot, kt it be a Sign for ever that they deny the Scriptures, firſt by con- 
tempt thrown on them, and next by their practice of laying them aſide, 
and reading their own Epiſtles ; and let it reſt upon Record, as a witneſs 
againſt their deep Hypocriſies, and let it be a Teſtimony againſt the 
falſe Pretences and Perjury of the twelve falſe Witneiſes.

15. The Quakers, who require and charge their own People, and - 


that in the Name of the LORD, to read their own Writings, Epiſtles, or 
Books in their Meetings for Worſhip, and never ſo much as requeſt their 
hearers to read any Portion of Scriptures in the ſaid Meetings, are Decei- 
vers, Supplanters, and Deluders. 

Theſe Doctrines I charge upon the Quakers, as deduceable from 
their printed Books and Epiſtles, and from which Errours they can never 
purge themſelves, but by unfeigned Repentance, and a publick Retracti- 
on and Condemnation of the ſame. And *tis to be feared their Pride 
is ſo great, and that they are ſo fixed upon their Principle of Infallibilic 
and Perfection, that they cannot, but will rather ſtrive to cover and glo 
over things. However, I preſume I have given a fair Deſcription of the 


Worlds Teachers : and now let me tell you who are the truc Mini-, 


ters. 

16. Thoſe are true Miniſters of Jeſus Chriſt who preach Repentance 
and Remiſſion of ſins in the Name of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, and O- 
bedience to the Commands of GOD, according to the Rules of the Go- 
ſpel, recorded for our Learning in Holy Writ.

ſhewed, from the Example of Dr. Robert Barns , Biſhop Latimer, Martin 
Luther; and others, who.in humility made Confeſſion ef their Sins , of 
their Errours, and of their ignorant Zeal; and then magnified the good- 
neſs of GO D, in diſcovering, to them his ſaving health. And why ſhould 

you be over confident ? why ſhould not you examin the Scriptures ? 
Come try a little, lay all prejudice afide ; though you may not believe

HE muſt 
be fold : For what? Thirty Pieces of Silver : And what muſt thoſe do ? 
Buy a Field.; all foretold.; They took, thirty pieces of ſilver, the price of Him:

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that 245 valued, and gave them for the Potters field,Jaith Zachery, By whom ? 
That Child of Perdition; that the Scripture might be fulfilled. © Which was he?

For I am not now, as 424 
Luther once faid, writing againſt the Papifts, picking at the Rind , but 
plucking at the Root, even at the Foundation of your Errours, and that 
makes you angry, and fret, and chafe : But all is to no purpoſe; no peace 
ſo long as the whoredoms of Fezebe/ remain. Repent therefore and a- 
mend, that is the way to find mercy with GOD. Retract and renounce: 
your Errours by ſome publick and general At, and that is the way to 1i- 
ſence the Pens of HIS Servants ; or elſe it will be as Mr. Penyman lately 
told you in your Meetings in London, viz. That a fire s kindled that canns; 
be quenched, for the burning # of the great and mighty GOD. But why do I 
talk of 'Repentance,ſince in Scripture I find Confeflion is the fore-runner 
of Repentance, and Confeflion you cannot abide, as I have already ob- 
ferved : For let any man read a thouſznd of your Epiſtles, and they ſhall 
not find one Confeflion of Sin, nor asking Pardon tor Chrift”s ſake: And 
let any man go toa thouſand of your Meetings, and they ſhall never hear 
any one of your Miniſters make Confeflion of Sins, and beg Pardon for 
the ſame ; which is enough, if no more could be faid againſt you, to 
prove you of a different Faith and practice from the Prophers and ApoſtHes, 
Saints and Martyrs, and all good Chriſtians to this day; as well as to 
ſhew that you are in the ſteps of the Phariſees: Read Luke 18.

And 
that T may not leave this without a Preſident, for I love to keep to mat- 
ter of fact, pray take a view of one of the Quakers Prayers in. print, 
T mean that perfe& Phariſee HG, TUhttehead, in his Book Fudgment jix-- 
ed, &c. Thou knoweſt, O Lord, that though thow haſt endued me with a Chri- 
ſtan Spirit, and with Faith, Patience, and Rejoycing under all my Sufferings. 
and Tribulations for yy Names ſake—yet Thou haſt alſo endued me with a Spi- 
rit of righteoms Judgment, Underſtanding, and Zeal for thy holy Name, 
GCC. 
And though this Prayer contains near five-Pages, yer not one word of 
Confefiton of Sin ; not a word ofSegging Pardon for Chriſt's ſake; buc 
like the proud Phariſee, Thou haſt endued me with righteous Fudgment, with 
Under/tending, with Zeal: He 1s not as other men. And read all tlieir 
printed Papers, and you will find them of the. ſame tendency, and noc- 
like the Prayers of GQD's.People.in any Age or Generation, as in my laſt. -

next Page goes on thus: Verily when the New Teſtament was firſt ſet forth 
by Eraſmus I bought it G os Providence of GOD, and at the firſt read- 
ing, as Iremember, Ichanced upon this ſweet Sentence of St. Paul, 1 Tir.1.15, 
It is a true ſaying, and worthy of all men to be ifnbraced, that Chriſt Je- 
fus came into the World to ſave ſinners, of whom T-am the chief and 
principal. This one Sentence, through GOD's Inſtrution, did ſo e:chilerate my 
heart, being before wounded with the Guilt of MY SINS nd THERE- 
FORE with ALL MY WHOLE POWER, I TEACH that ALL MEN 
ſhould firſt acknowledge their ſms, and condemn them ; ar:d afterwards hunger 
and thirſt after righteouſneſs, &C.
